In one hand deceased held a mirror, 
and in the other a pistol, one chamber of 
which was discharged. 
Tho wound was in

flnpreme Court Judge Assaulted. 
S a n F ra n c is c o , February 27th.—This af­ 
ternoon, about 3 o’clock, Judge MeKinslry, 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court, was 
assaulted on Market street by a man named 
J. B Cox. Just before meeting with his 
assailant, Judge McKir.stry had left the 
bench, and was walking down the street with 
a politician named P. S. Reiliey. When they 
entered the Baldwin Hotel Cox suddenly ran 
out from behind a doorway, grabbed the 
Judge rudely by the shoulder, and whirling 
him around said : “ Yon G— d— liar ! You 
lied when you signed that paper.” At the 
same time Cox gesticulated wildly, and 
flourished a 
slungshot 
which 
he 
held 
in 
his 
right 
hand. 
Taking 
in 
the 
situation, the Judge answered, “ You would 
not kill an unarmed man, would you ?” Cox 
became defiant, and said he would give him 
tweoty-fonr hours in which to arm himselb 
Reiliey expostulated with Cox, saying he did 
not know whom he was addressing, to which 
Cox answered that he knew very well, and 
reiterated his statement that the Judge was a 
liar. 
Cox was then arrested on a charge of 
carrying a concealed weapon. 
The trouble 
seems to have originated from a Buit of Cox 
vs. McLaughlin, involving a title to real 
estate, in which a decision was given adverse 
to the assailant. Cox was taken to jail, but 
was subsequently released on bail. 


The Murder In San Bernardino County. 
San B ernardino, February 27eh.—Later 
sn i moro correct reports give the following 
facts of the murder in this county which was 
brought to light yesterday, and which was 
one of the most brutal and cowardly murders 
ever committed. As stated in yesterday’s re­ 
port, the remains were found in a deep cut in 
the ground caused by water during the heavy 
rains, and which wap about three miles east 
of Riverside, where the Coroner’s jury visited 
the remains, and afterwards gave a verdict 
that Mrs. J. J. O’Brien came to her death at 
the heeds of W, It. McDowell. The mur­ 
dered woman was about 20 years old. The 
supposed cause of the crime is that she was 
knowing to a murder which the accused is 
said to have committed near Ventura, and he 
feared she would bring the matter to light. 
He accordingly laid his plans, which he later 
executed, and compelled the woman, who 
now testifies against him that she may save 
her own iife, which he had also threatened, to 
hold the horse and otherwise assist him to do 
what he afterwards told her he considered a 
fine job, which he acompliBhed by hitting his 
victim on the head with a stone, and then ty­ 
ing a rcpe around her neck. 
The excitement 
on Our streets was great yesterday about 
noon, and it was thought an attempt would 
be made to lynch him. The feeling has by no 
means subsided, and the chances are even 
that he swings at other hands than the 
Sherifi’s. 
The W ater Question In Nevada City. 
N e v a d a , February 27th.—The City Trus­ 
tees, at a meeting held last evening, consid­ 
ered the water-rate question. Three mem­ 
bers of the Board voted for a reduction of 25 
per cent, on tho rates charged families, two 
members voting against the reduction. The 
Superintendent of the Water Works gives 
notice that if the action of the Board is en­ 
forced he will suspend business until the 
ownership of the water mains lying withio 
the city is determined in the Courts. 
It is 
claimed by some of the Trustees that the 
pipes have become tbe property of the city, 
through the expiration of the franchise given 
the company twenty years ago. Tbe Board 
hold another meeting to-morrow night, when 
it is generally believed that their action will 
be reconsidered, 
Death o f a Prom inent Pioneer. 
Grass V alley, February 27th.—Daniel P. 
Holbrock, proprietor of the Holbrook Hnu e 
at this piece, died this evening at 7 o’clock.

Grass Valley 
Union 
likewise approves 
them, and says : 
“ The State has no right 
to take advantago of these mistakes, made 
under its authority, to deprive contractors 
and others of their just recompense. 
The 
mining counties have net a dollar of inter­ 
est in the matter, as none of their citizens 
were contractors or creditors, but they are 
willing to see justice done. 
This question 
is not to be regarded from the standpoint 
of prejudice. 
It is a square business prop- 
oaition. 
Did the State authorize the work, 
and was the work performed ? If yes, then 
the claims Bhonld be paid, althongh the 
expenditure is a dead loss.”

OPEN 
OUTW ARD. 


In response to the suggestion of the 
R evord-Union the Board of Education has 
directed the doors of school-rooms to be 
rearranged so that they shall swing out­ 
ward.

W as it built w ith­ 
out compliance with the law as to notice, 
bid and aw ard? W as the bridge near 
Hicksville constructed in like violation of 
law ? Did the late Board expend county 
money in road districts for work done, w ith­ 
out notice, bid and award ? Did it permit 
road and bridge warrants to be drawn 
against tbe 
general 
fund, and if 
so, 
were 
such 
acts 
justifiable? 
Did 
it 
contract debts and 
liabilities 
for 
the 
county in violation of the law ? 
Was 
its President 
allowed 
and 
paid 
$25 
per month iji addition to bis regular salary, 
without making a proper showing of the 
reason for such allowance ? Did Supervis­ 
ors purchase for themselves of the county, 
or sell of their own goods to the county, in 
violation of tne law 
W ere bills allow­ 
ed by the Board, in violation of law, for 
personal services rendered by members, or 
hire of goods owned by members? 
Has 
the County Hospital and Poor Farm Leen 
conducted at unwarrantable expense, and 
has there been a disregard of proper econo­ 
my at th at institution in any of its all'sirs, 
or in work done on the groncds, and was 
money paid contractors or others there, 
for labor done by the chain-gang ? Have 
there beeir extravagant allowances for work 
done in the County Assessor’s office? 
Has 
the county betn put to expense to furnish 
prisoners or patients with luxuries, such as 
liquors and tobacco ? Have the county 
finances been maladministered ? Has the 
tax levy for county purposes been so un­ 
wisely laid, th at for tbe past two or three 
years the county has been compelled to pay 
seven per cent, interest, for several months 
at the close of each year, on money bor­ 
rowed on w arrants stamped “ not paid for 
w ant of funds,” and which loans have been, 
in violation of the law (Section 4070, Pol­ 
itical Code), paid out of the revenues of 
succeeding years ?

RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


CONSIDERATION OF 
COMPLAINTS—OTH­ 
ERS RECEIVED AND FILED. . 


Specific pledge-making is oftener than 
otherwise but the preface of pledge-break­ 
ing. 
The man who is forced to make 
specific pledges relative to a proposed 
financial policy for a city, w ithout any 
reservation, is not so free to act as his con­ 
science and good judgm ent shall dictate, 
after he has taken office, as he who has 8im- 
ply pledged himself to do as he best can to 
advance the interests of the city when he 
shall be inducted into the place of respon­ 
sibility, and have examined, into all the 
factB under the solemn obligations of his 
official oath. 
Thi3 people has witnessed 
the folly of pledge exactions, and know 
the utter worthlessness of such practices. 
In choosing a member of the Board of 
City Trustees we should content ourselves 
with those candidates whose capability is 
unquestioned and who are willing to ex­ 
tend their promise no further than to say 
that they will use their utm ost endeavors 
to administer the affairs of the municipality 
economically ; secure to the people the best 
government, consistent with the moat rigid 
economy ; reduce the tax rates, direct or 
indirect, to the lowest possible minimum 
consistent with duty under the law, and 
the maintenance of a proper and sufficient 
form of governm ent; take all fair, honora­ 
ble and lawful steps to bring the city in­ 
debtedness to the lowest figure possible 
without increase of taxation. 
The man 
who shall to that extent promise, is not 
making specific pledges as to methods and 
means, and can be better trusted with the 
administration of city affairs than he who 
announces distinct accomplishments that 
he will compass according to the letter of 
specific promises. 
As a rule, beware of the 
specific pledge-maker.

TH E 
QUARANTINE 
BILL. 


Some fears are entertained that the bill 
to provide State quarantine grounds may 
fail to be reached. 
I t is to be hoped it 
will be put on a special file and passed. 
The longer the State delays in this matter, 
as we pointed out last Friday, the more 
costly will grounds become, w ith the pos­ 
sibility of being able to secure^none at all. 


A t the m eting cf the Railroad Commis­ 
sioners held on Monday, complaints from 
citiz3Ds of Cloverdale, also from F. A. Schna­ 
bel, Gold Run ; Daniel Inman, Livermore, 
wera received and fttÜd. 
Two or three mat­ 
ters previously complained cf were reported as 
satisfactorily aoju3ted. In the cise of Rev. 
J. W. Craig, who averred that he missed his 
train through wrong information given by the 
conductor, the following letter from General 
Manager A. N. To wee was read : 
San F rancisco, February 21,1833. 
To th e Honorable Board of State Railroad Com­ 
missioners—Gentlemen : Herewith please find re­ 
turned complaint made by Rev. J. W. Craig-, under 
date of Galt, 18th of December last, bearing: the in­ 
dorsement of Mr. F. M. Slater, of the same place, 
under date of the 25th ultimo, presented to your 
honorable Board on the 5th instant by Mr. R. J. 
H a r r i s of this city. 
1 had hoped to have responded to this complaint 
at the m eeting on the 19th instant, but found it 
necessary to send to our Division Superintendent at 
Tulare for information. 
Such information was 
somewhat delayed from the fact th at be was absent 
at the tim e of the receipt of the communication, 
and reply from him has only ju st reached me. 
We have every reason to briieve th at Mr. Craig 
was the purchaser of the ticket he used only as far 
as Tulare, which was good for one continuous third- 
class paseage from I/^s Angeles to Sacramento (No. 
150 1. 1.), 8->ld at Los Angeles December 14, 188?. 
We find th at tbe train (whose conductors honored 
this ticket, acc >rding to their punch cancelations) 
arrived at Tulare on tim e on the m orning of the 
15th of December. 
Mr. Craig sajs that some person boar ed the train, 
and passing through the cars announced a stoppage 
of forty-five m inutes fur breakfast; th at he (Mr. 
Craig) went over to the hotel fur this purpose, and 
upon isruing from the house found th at the train 
had left him behind, taking his baggage, etc. 
Mr. 
Craig also htates th at th etraiu remained a* the depot 
only thirty five m inutes. 
We learn th at a hotel runner was the party who 
boarded the train, w ithout authority, and directly 
contraiy to instructions th at have been repeatedly 
giver, warning such people from enterii g iho train 
on arriving or while at our stations, as the informa­ 
tion given by them m ight not be correct, and hav­ 
ing no control over their actions, our company cer­ 
tainly could not be heM responsible to a pasaeDger 
for any wrong information thus given. 
Tulare is a division term inal. The conductor and 
brakemen from Mojave transfer their duties a t that 
point to their successors. 
In m iking the necessary 
changes, i f course the interior of the cars attached 
to the train could not be watched, and the hotel run­ 
ner took advantage of tbeir absence to secure pa­ 
tronage for h;s house. 
Although Mr. Craig pays th at the train stopped at 
Tulaie bu t thirty-five m inutes, we find that it ar 
rived there at 6:10 a. m , and left at 7 A. M., making 
a stop of fifty minutes, live m inutes more than was 
stated would be the case by the hotel runner ; while 
the time table tb*r the train gives a stop of only 
twenty-five m inutes, and it should have left there at 
€:40 a. m.; consequently it was tw enty m inutes be­ 
hind its regular leaving time. 
t ur agents are not allowed to make free use of the 
telegraph line in making requests for passengers 
who may have mis3ed the train through no negli­ 
gence on the part of the railroad company or its em­ 
ployes; consequently when Mr. Craig found he had 
missed the train, an*d applied to the agent for re­ 
dress, the latter could not apply by telegraph to 
this office for an extension of tim e on his ticket, un­ 
less Mr. Craig saw fit to pay for such telegraphic 
correspondence. 
He had the option of doing so. or 
of purchasing another ticket through to his destina­ 
tion, and of the latter he had the choice of purchas­ 
ing a first class or a third class ticket. 
It seems he 
eho9e the former, and bought a first class ticket at 
Tulare on the 15th of Decem ter, to Sacramento, 
(No. 533), for which he p iid $13 45. 
Had Mr. Craig remained on the third class train, 
for which his original ticket from Les Angeles en­ 
titled him to, he would have arrived at Lathrop at 8 
p. m. th at Friday evening, rem aining there until 3:30 
a. m. of the following Saturday, arriving a t Lodi at 
5:15 a. .m. same day (that is, Saturday, December 
16th.) 
He, however, left Tulare .by the express train at 
4:20 a. M of Saturday (16th), arriving at L ithrop at 
10:85 a. M.; left at 12:05 nooD, and arrived at Lodi at 
12:55 p m. th at day, being but a little later than he 
would have arrived had he remained on the emi­ 
grant train. 
This is the first tim e that this case has ever been 
brought to our attention by either Mr. Craig or any 
of his friends. 
Had his complaint or c’aim beer: 
presented in a proper m anner it would have been 
our pleasure to have adjusted the same with little or 
no delay. 
It seems th at ho missed the train at Tulare 
through no fault of any employe of this company, 
hut through erronc uis informaticn given him by the 
hotel runner at th at place, and therifore if he had 
any claim for such detention it should have been 
made against the hotel runner or his employer, in­ 
stead of the railroad company. 
We are now prepared to refund an overcharge 
paid by Mr. Craig, to him personally, or upon a 
w ritten order from him authorizing the paym ent to 
any other responsible party, or on surrender of his 
unused ticket. 
*\ connection therew ith, I beg to call your atten­ 
tion to the fact th at it has always beeu our aim to 
adjust any complaints or claims at the earliest pos­ 
sible moment, taking only sufficient tim e to exam­ 
ine into all the circumstances incident to each cas?. 
As proof of this I bi g to lay before you, for exam ­ 
ination, accompanying list of refundm ents made on 
a2COUut of overchaiges (real or asm m eo), tickets not 
used a t all. or only in purt (refuudii.g the va'uo of 
the unused portion), and for other ju st and reason­ 
able causes. 
Also a statem ent, or list of cases, wherein we have 
made extensions of tim e on limited tickets for oif- 
ferent reasons, more particularly ou account of ill­ 
ness, where it uecomes necessary for holders to 
make a break in the journey. 
Of the farm er you will see there are 3,427 in num ­ 
ber, and of the latter 1.S25. 
I beg to subm it th t Rev. J.W . CraigV experience 
was another ringle instance of many, wherein the 
comp’ainant had no ju st cause against the corpora­ 
tion, as it was a case of contributory if not total 
negligence or carelessness on his part, ns certainly it* 
would not r iquite over fifty m inutes to capture a 
Tulare Hotel four-bit meal, and in making an allow­ 
ance of twenty five m inutes in tim e table it was sup­ 
posed to be ample f* r this purp -se. 
As further 
evidence I have to advance the fact th at Mr. Craig’s 
is the first complaint ever received for similar rea­ 
sons.

To the Honorable Bo*rd of state Railr ad Com 
missionere, Sun Francisco, C.d.—Gentlemen : Re­ 
ferring to complaint from John Samuel, Concord, 
Contra Coria county, under date of the I5th instant, 
which has been handed to me, would eay th at the 
gentleman seems to draw an analogy, which is not 
very clear, between moving grain in train loads 
across the continent, and taking a ton of seed wheat 
from Maitinez to Santa Ana. 
As you arc doubtless aware, it is the cu3trm of 
railroad companies to m ake low rates cn wheat and 
similar property when shipped in Etraight car loads, 
but ou smaller lots, like th at refen ed to by Mr. 
Sam ir 1, it is usual to charge merchandise rates. 
In this instance Mr. S. was charged less than 5J 
cents per ton per m le for the transportation of his 
wheat from Martinez to Santa Ana, which for mer 
chandise is a low rate. 
It is true th at the same 
could have been, and was, shipped by water for less 
money. 
This comes from the fact th at steamship 
line9 do not make the sa'íie distinction between car 
loads and smaller quantities th at the rail carriers 
are forced to make, the reason for which is obvious. 
You may ask why we do not make our rates to 
and from points in the southern part of the State as 
low as the steamship rates. 
The reason for this is. th at under the clause in 
the new Constitution, which requires th at no higher 
charges shall be made for ehorter or interm diate 
distances than arc made for long distances in the 
same direction, were we to reducá rates on m erchan­ 
dise or other property, in small lots, to m eet the 
steamer competition, we would be forced to make 
the same rates on sim ilar goods to and from all in­ 
term ediate points where no such competition pre­ 
vails, and the result would be disastrous to the rev 
enues of the company. 
I I egret that the geutlcman did not, before mak­ 
ing his shipment, invts igate as to which was the 
cheaper mode of transportation. 
I also regret the 
fact that we have bien compelled to withdraw from 
competition on a portion of the business in the 
southern part of th e State. 
In sny case I think you 
wi 1 adm it that the ch .rge of 5£ cent* per ton per 
mile for rail transportation, which includes insur­ 
ance and common carriers full liability, is net ex­ 
cessive.

is in inverse ratio to the am ount earned. In operat­ 
ing a short road, with limited trafflu, the fixed ex­ 
penses—by which are m eant interest, taxes, c-tation 
expenses, renewals of perishable property, such as 
ties, fences, etc.—are the same, regardless cf the 
am onnt of freight moved, the mot ve power being a 
comparatively unall part of the cost of the service, 
and thus, where the volume of business is small, 
the coi-t per mile is correspondingly high. 
Sixth (B). Tho extent to which such feeders and 
brtncv.es are dejwndent for continued existence and 
operation upon the trade and travel tributary to 
each ? 
Answer—Branch roads, in most cases, could not 
exist in California w ithout main lines, and the ex­ 
tent to which this is true is evidenced by the follow 
ing showing of the gross earnings and expenses of 
ti.ree branches operated by this company, although 
io each case, in apportioning earnings on jo in t busi­ 
ness a t through rates, the branch roads are allowed 
two miles for each m.le of the main line :

The Sacramento ami Pla»\rville Railroad, though 
not operated by the Central Pacific*, is dependent on 
it to a certain ex'ent, and joint rates are made 
which allow the short road higher rates per mile 
than the longer one. The sam éis true of the Vaca 
Val'ev and Clear Lake road. 
Tne same constructive 
mileage is allowed tho Stockton and Coppercpriis 
Railroad, b u t though it runs through a good coun­ 
try its receipts are barely sufficient to cover runoing 
expenses and interest. 
Seventh (B)—The ways and means for repairs, re ­ 
movals, betterm ents and extensions necessary to the 
safety, public use and continued operations of Buch 
feeders and branches, or any of them. 
Answer—The ways and means for repairs (re- 
newa's) and betterm ents necessary to the safety, 
public use and continued operation ©f such branch 
lines muat come from the earnings, as there is no 
other source from which they can be obtained. The 
means for extensions, branch lines or feeders m ust 
come from those seeking a safe p’ace for their sur­ 
plus capital. This may ccme from large, bu t more 
likely from small, investors desirous of 
placing 
tbeir means in some perm anent and paying security. 
Therefore confidence in the ability of the property 
to earn a sufficient am ount to m eet the obligations 
is an absolute necessity, which confidence is liable 
to bs shaken unless the rate-m aking power of the 
traffic Í3 vested in conservative hands, with no less 
responsibility than that devolving upon a trustee 
legally and honorably bound to protect the property 
of others. 
Eighth (B). Of what section and what proportion 
of the population and productions of the State is your 
road, or system of roads, the only means of trans- 
]>ortation ? 
Answer- -A glance at the im p will show th at this 
State is favored with water transportation not only- 
on the seaboard, bu t also by the 8»cramento and 
San Jorquin rivera, which drain the two principal 
valleys of the State. 
The only sections for which 
our svstem of roads is the only mean9 of transporta­ 
tion are in the extrem e north aud southeast and the 
m ountain districts. 
A statem ent is herewith ap­ 
pended showing the population of California, by the 
census of 1880, the acreage and assessed average 
value per acre in 1882, the mileage of th e Central 
Pacific system of roads in each county, and the per­

Sa s F r a n c is c o , February 27th —At the 
meeting of the Railroad Commissioners to­ 
day, W. H. Robinson, of Suisur, filed a re­ 
ply to Mr. Towns’s answer to his former com­ 
plaint, aud gives numerous figures as to rates 
charged between different point*', with the 
view of showing discriminations. The letter 
was plsccd on file for consideration. 
A long and at times bitter dbcus3ion was 
ergaged in between R. J. Harrison and W. 
H. L. Barnes ever the demurrer filed by the 
latter as attorney for the railroad company, 
and at the conclusion Mr. Harrison read the 
following answer to the demurrer, which was 
filed : 
Before the Board of Railroad Commissioners of 
the State of C alifornia: 
Richards and Harrison vs. 
The Central Pacific Railroad Company. 
Now comes 
the plaintiff in this proceeding and asks th at com­ 
plaint may be sustained and th at the objections of 
the defendant may be overruled, for the following 
reasons: That plaintiff denies th at R. J. Harrison 
appeared in the complaint as Secretary of tho 
Fanners' and Merchants’ Anti-Monopolv Associa­ 
tion in the representative capacity as said Secretary 
for the purpose of preferring a complaint against de­ 
fendant in behalf of tho Arm of Richards and llarri 
son, b a t claims th at he appeared os a member of said 
firm and made complaint in this proceeding as the 
person aggiieved. 
That said Secretary of said Association, in declar­ 
ing th at “ he appears for the express purpose of 
subm itting for redress claims and complaints that 
are pouring in from all sides against the manage- 
nient of the Central Pacific and Southern Pacific 
Railroad Companies,” claims this declaration as gen­ 
eral aud as applicable to claims aud complaints of 
country m erchants and farmers who cannot appear 
in person, and as such several complaints were sub­ 
m itted before the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
and filed on record, independent of special complaint 
em bjdiedin this proceeding. 
That said declaration was made to dem onstrate a 
general complaint of “ the most gross extortions, 
injustice and discriminations as perpetrated ” by t he 
defendant for the purpose of strengthening and in­ 
dorsing the s r ecial complaint rf said Richards and 
Harrison, and all generalities engrossed in siid com­ 
plaint were made to fortify the special cause of ac­ 
tion subm itted therein. 
Plaintiff claims th at compl v.nt conta'ns sufficient 
to authorize the proceedings, by clearly stating facts 
justifying a cause t i action for discrimination in 
freight charges, extorted by defendant and paid un 
dcr protest by plaintiff, and by correspondence, in 
c orporated in complaint, betaeen parties at interest 
renders the cause sufficiently definite In fact and 
particular. 
And the plaintiff asks th at the objections of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company may not be sus­ 
tained.

Apportionment In the senate—Sacramento 
Denied Her Ju st Representation—A Pro­ 
test in the Assembly, 


Both houses of the Legislature were very busy 
yesterday, the Assembly holding a night session. 
The Senate met at 10 a. m., the President in the 
chiir. 
Various biila were reported back from committees. 
The Senate took up the Assembly message and 
adopted A. C. R. 47, relative to the mail service be­ 
tween the United State3 and Australia and New 
Z ¿aland. 
Del Valle’s apportionment bills were passed on the 
file, and Flynn s A. B. 130, to divide the State into 
Senatorial districts aud to provide for the election of 
Senators therein, was taken up and ordered read 
a second time. 
Taylor moved to amend Section 3 by striking out 
the word 41 Modoc,” so that it should read, “ The 
counties of Trinity, Siskiyou and Shasta shall con­ 
stitute the Second Senatorial District.” 
On motion of Del Valle a call of the Senate was 
ordered. Lynch an.i Keating were brought in, and 
farther proceedings under the call were dispensed 
with. 
Cross suggested that the amendment bo passed 
over temporarily, and the bill be read through, post­ 
poning action on all sections proposed to be amend­ 
ed and passing upon those which were satisfactory 
to all first. The suggestion was adopted. That 
course was adopted for a time but soon abandoned. 
Taylor’s amendment wag adopted, and theu “ 
doc”|waa put in the Third Senatorial District with 
Lassen, P. umas and Sierra. 
When Sacramento was reached Cox moved to 
amend so as to give Sicramento two Senators, as al 
’present. lie strongly urged the claims of this coun­ 
ty to tA*o enators, aud promised when the Assem 
bly apporti nment came up to give up one of C e 
Assemblymen now conceded to Sacramento. Tnú 
would make the apportionment just wuat it ought 
to be according to population. 
He read the figures, 
showing that if the bill passed as it came from the 
Assembly nearly 10,000 of the people of Sacramento 
county would be without representation. 
Chandler stoutly opposed the amendment, urging 
the claims of \ uba and Sutter. 
Routier spoke in favor of the amendment. 
He 
said that when Cox and himself were making their 
canvass laat fall the argument was used that a Dem­ 
ocratic success would result in depriving Sacramento 
of one Senator. This was indignantly deniei by 
every Democratic candidate on the stump. As a 
Republican he had been convinced by their affirma­ 
tions that such au outrage on the capital county of 
the State would not be attempted 
Did the Senate 
believe that the Democrats of this county would 
consider as a reward for their success in electing a 
Democratic Senator the act depriving them of one 
Senator ? What would be the position of his col­ 
league? He would certainly regret his success 
if 
it 
culminated 
in 
tliis 
mutilation. 
It 
was admitted that a Republican must once in a 
while 1 e elected to this Senate, aod he did not be­ 
lieve the Senate had special reasons to try to rule 
him out. Many Republicans had voted for Cox and 
many Democrats had voted for him. The Mayor, 
one of the Trustees, aud the Police J udge of the city, 
were Democrats. 
Was it desired to disturb this 
friendly state of things and cause every honest Re­ 
publican to regret that he ever voted with Demo­ 
crats? In politics, like ordinary affairs of life, fair 
dealing will accomplish more than injustice. 
Was 
it c esired to punish Sacramento because in the past 
ehe had generally given a Republican majority? 
Was it expected that by refusing to the people of 
Sacramento county the representation they are en 
titled to that they will elect again a Democratic Sen­ 
ator? He then proceeded to the figures, and dem­ 
onstrated beyond a doubt tbat Sacramento was en­ 
titled to two Senators. He denounced apportion­ 
ment tor political advantage, no matter what party 
did it. 
Filcher admitted that Sacramento ought to have 
two Senators and two Assemblymen or else one Sen­ 
ator and four Assemblymen, but he did not favor 
the . amendment, because it took the Senator from 
Yuba and Sutter. 
Sullivan and Kellogg spoke against the amend­ 
ment, and it was rejected by the following vote: 
Aye?—Cox, Fraser, McClure, Perry, Routier, 
Ryan and Vrooman— 7. 
Noes—Buck, Chandler, Cronan, Cross, Del Valle, 
Dougherty, English, Filcber, Foster, Johnson, Kel­ 
logg, Knight, Maddox, Reddy, Reynolds, Spencer of 
Napa, Spencer of Stanislaus, Sullivan, Wallis, Whit­ 
ney and Woifskill—21. 
Whitney offered an amendment changing the 
shape of the districts in Alameda county, and spoke 
at length in favor of it. Pending consideration of 
it the Senate took a recess. 
The special order for 2 r. m. was tbe oleomargarine 
bill, aud it was called up. 
Sullivan moved to post­ 
pone it until to-day at 2 o’clock, but the motion wag 
lost by a vote of 10 ayes to 25 noe3. The bill was 
passed by a vote of 82 to 2. Vrooman gave notice 
of a motion to reconsider. 
Si>encer of Napa moved to reconsider the vote by 
which the Senate laid upon the table the bill amend­ 
ing the law concerning the management of the 
Napa Insane Asylum, in regard to idiots, imbeciles, 
etc. The motion prevailed. 
After a long discus 
sion the first section was stricken out and the bill 
ordered engroásed. Two hours and ten minutes 
were spent in the discussion of the question. 
Vrooman moved to reconsider the vote by which 
the Senate refused to read a second time the bill to 
provide a system of sewerage for the State Univer­ 
sity and State Deaf, Dumb and Blind Asylum. The 
motion was lost. 
On motion of Johnson, the Senate took up out of 
order the bill to place Hastings’ College of the Law 
unde, the management of the Regents oi the State 
University. The bill wad declared a case of urgency, 
read three times, and passed under a suspension of 
the rules and the constitutional provision by a unan­ 
imous vote. 
Sullivan moved to take up out oí Its order Dough­ 
erty’s bil’to grant the Boards of Health in cities and 
c uuties the power to regulate the plumbing aud 
drainage of buildings. 
Vrooman, among other things, said : I came here 
this morning thoroughly converted to the doctrine 
enuncia ed by the Senator from Los Angeles last 
evening, that this Senate had frittered away time 
enough during this session, and that now it was in­ 
cumbent upon the majority party upon this» floor to 
see to it that the necessary legislation for which we 
assembled in this building should be carried out. I 
came here thoroughly converted to the doctrine 
that it was lime that the bills upon the special file 
of thi3 Senate should be taken up in the order in 
which they appear, and should be passed upon by 
this Senate. Here we have been all of this after­ 
noon, sir.ee 2 o’clock, frittering away our time. I 
hare not said any thing, because I was afraid I would 
b¿ charged vitn obstructing legislation. 1 have 
been waiting auxiously and patiently to be given an 
opportunity to vote upon the apportionment bill. 1 
understand that it is one of the necessary bills be 
fore this Senate. 1 understand that the majority 
party on this floor are pledged to ¡ass an apportion 
ment bill, and 1 certainly expect .d, after the re­ 
marks that were nmde by the Senator from Los An­ 
geles last evening, that the majority would come 
here this morning aud would see to it that there 
shcu'd be no more suspension of tbe rules, and tbat 
this special file should be taken up and adhered to 
until all of the important bills should have been 
passed upon by this Sen te. Now, sir, we have up 
cmffie* iPfdal file, ou fir3t, second and third 
readings, fort 
hills. 
There 
are only seven 
working days left in this session and forty hills on 
the special file that must be passed upon, and the 
Senators outhe majority side of this Senate sit 
here all day long aud allow tbe time of this body to 
be frittered away iu taking up bills of this sort. It 
docs socm to me that it is time to stop it. If nec­ 
essary, there ought to he a caucus upon this sub­ 
ject and stop this continual delay 
1 undertake to 
say that if the Republicans had a majority in this 
Senate they would do something to further neces­ 
sary legislation. 
Mr. Reddy— Like they did at the l.ist session. 
Mr. Vrooman 
I undertake to say that the ma­ 
jority party in this Senate at the last session did net 
spend their time legislating on “ bull butter” and 
bills such as the one attempted to be taken up now 
out of its order—a bill that is net in the interest of 
the people of this whole State, but is in the inter­ 
est of some trade's union, or faction, or clique of 
s .me kind—aud I hope that this motion will be 
voted down.
